SHIPMENTS:  By  express,  prompt  delivery  in  good 
order  is  reasonably  sure.  Freight  shipments  are  entirely 
at  purchaser’s  risk,  after  we  have  dehvered  goods  to  rail- 
road or  steamship  in  good  order  and  have  taken  proper 
bills  of  lading. 

In  absence  of  shipping  instructions,  we  use  our  discretion 
as  to  method  and  route.

of  nursery  stock,  seeds,  bulbs,  or  plants  we  sell. 
For  any  error  we  shall  not  be  liable  for  more  than 
the  purchase  price.

If  any  plant  purchased  of  us  dies  within  a year  from 
the  tim^e  of  planting,  from  causes  other  than  abuse  or 
neglect,  and  the  account  has  been  paid  within  30  days 
from  date  of  invoice,  we  w^ill  resupply  them,  at  one-half 
the  original  price  paid,  with  other  plants  of  as  near  similar 
kind,  grade  and  size  as  we  have  in  stock  at  the  time  of 
replacement.  We  thus  divide  losses,  even  though  we  have 
no  control  over  their  transit,  planting,  maintenance,  or 
weather  conditions,  all  of  w hich  are  quite  as  vitel  to  the 
success  of  newly  planted  stock  as  anything  within  our 
control.  Such  replacements,  however,  must  be  made 
within  one  year  from  date  of  invoice. 
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The  above  illustration  shows  a Sugar  Maple.  Notice  the  size 
of  the  ball  of  earth;  it  is  in  proportion  to  the  top.  Plant  it 
properly,  give  it  good  care,  and  your  chance 
of  losing  it  is  very  small. 

The  Planting  of  Large 
Trees 

Before  entering  into  this  branch  of  the  work  we  looked 
carefully  into  all  the  different  appliances  and  machines  for 
motdng  the  large  trees,  and,  after  seeing  the  work  of  the 
different  machines  and  watching  the  results  of  the  transplant- 
ing, chose  the  one  which  we  thought  did  the  most  satisfactory 
work. 

The  secret  of  success  in  large  tree  moving  is  to  move  the 
trees  as  quickly  as  possible,  with  the  proper  amount  of  dirt 
on  the  roots  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  tree.  This  our 
machine  does,  whether  the  earth  is  frozen  or  not.  The  tree 
is  lifted  vdth  a large  ball  of  dirt,  so  that  its  roots  are  not  dis- 
turbed, neither  are  they  exposed  to  the  sun  and  wind. 

We  have  been  moving  trees  for  the  past  20  years  with  this 
machine  and  are  now  prepared  to  take  up  the  work  so  as  to 
assure  succes.  It  is  much  easier  and  cheaper  to  remove  the 
dirt  from  the  roots,  but  it  is  not  so  successful.  We  are  pre- 
pared to  furnish  estimates  on  moving  or  furnishing  large  trees. 
The  price  for  mo'vdng  or  furnishing  these  trees  varies  from 
SIOO.  up,  according  to  the  size,  location,  how  far  they  are  to 
be  moved,  also  the  condition  of  the  ground. 

One  very  essential  part  to  remember  is  that,  after  the  tree 
has  been  moved  care  should  be  given  that  tree  for  two  years, 
until  it  gets  established  and  growing.  It  should  be  well 
watered  and  fertilized,  and  cared  for  as  a small  potted 
plant.  The  amount  of  nourishment  a large  tree  requires  is 
more  than  the  majority  of  people  realize,  and  they  cannot 
be  neglected  and  left  to  care  for  themselves  after  planting. 

Both  Norway  and  Sugar  iMaples  move  successfully.  We  do 
not  ad\dse  moving  trees  that  are  too  large,  as  each  inch  in  the 
diameter  of  the  tree  adds  a number  of  dollars  to  the  cost  of 
mo^dng. 

Trees  that  are  8 to  12  inches  in  diameter  are  the  best  size  to 
move.  Elms,  Lindens,  Horse  Chestnuts,  and  Beeches  all 
move  successfully,  also  the  Oaks,  Pines  and  Spruce  trees. 

The  American  Cedars  move  very  successfully,  and  are  one 
of  the  best  trees  for  making  immediate  screens  or  for  wind- 
breaks.

The  berries  of  this  excellent  variety  are  a little  later 
than  those  of  Progressive.  The  plants  are  about  equal  in 
vigor  of  growth,  but  do  not  produce  so  many  berries  per 
plant  as  Progressive.
